Inter- American Development: After adopting a com- 
mittee amendment, the House by a record vote of 288 
yeas to 92 nays passed H.R. 45, to amend the Inter- 
American Development Bank Act to authorize the 
United States to participate in an increase in the re- 
sources of the Fund for Special Operations of the Inter- 


American Development Bank. A recommittal motion 
designed to reduce the authorization from $750 mil lion 
to $725 million was rejected by a record vote of 142 yeas 
to 237 nays. 

In addition to an amendment identical to the recom- 
mittal motion the House rejected an amendment to pro- 
vide Presidential discretion for the payment of any of 
the three payments of $250 million if such payment 
would harm U.S. balance-of-payments. position. 

The bill authorizes U.S. contributions of $250 million 
per year to the Fund for Special Operations of the Inter- 
American Development Bank for fiscal years 1965, 1966, 
and 1 967.
